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Students return to school next week 
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State health officer issues alert for West Nile Virus 


Dr, Donald Willianison, ‘state 
health officer, announced. that 
82 birds have tested positive for 
West Nile virus (WNY) in 17 
Alabama counties to date in 
2002. “Public health surveil- 
lance for the virus has detected 
no infechions 
humans in Alabama this year” 
said Dr, Williamson; “but mos 
quitoes positive for West Nile 
virus Were also collected in 
traps in counties near both the 
Tennessee and Florida borders 
Because WNYV hus been detect 
ed 50 widely in the state, We cin 
conclude it is present statewide, 
and so everyone needs to take 
precautions to reduce their 
chances of being bitten by mos- 
quitoes,” 

The counties reporting posi 
tive birds and the total numbers 
found are as follows: Baldwin, 
4; Coffee, 8; Covington, 2; 
Dale, 11; Geneva, 1; Hale, 1; 
Henry, 1; Houston, |; Jefferson, 
1; Lamar, |; Lauderdale, 1; 
Mobile, 21; Montgomery, 21; 
Shelby, 1; St. Clair, 5; 
Talladega, 1; and Tuscaloosa, |. 
Positive mosquito pools have 
been found in Coffee and 
Marshall counties during July, 
Officials said that virus activity 
has already surpassed the 2001 
surveillance totals, which 
reported 59 positive birds in 13 
counties for the entire year, 
“The first ponitive bird last year

season, Johnston said. 

Johnston .re-emphasized that 
WNV should be considered 
established completely across 
the state, and that preventive 
meusures and mosquito control 
procedures’ should be practived 
Statewide He warned that 
counties not having WNY iden- 
tified is more @ reflection of 
sampling and surveillance, not 
the absence of the virus. 

WNY and other mosquito 
borne Viruses such as Eastern 
Equine Encephalitis are trans- 
mitted from bird to mosquito to 
bird. Occasionally, the same 
mosquitoes will take blood from 
mammals, including humans 
and horses, and pass the virus to 
them, 

Virus surveillance has been 
conducted statewide for the past 
three years. Last year, Alabama 
experienced, subsiantial Bastern 
Equine Encephalitis activity, 
Epidemivlggists point out that 
EBE is much more dangerous ta 
people and ether mammals than 
WNY, but that the same mosqui- 
tO prevention measures reduce 
exposures to both, To date this 
year, there have been no cases of 
EEE in humans or horyes in 


with WNY do not even get sick.

Does Mark 16:9-20 belong in the Bible? 
-N.S., 
For any passage of Scripture to belong in the Bible it must 
be inspired to God (2 Timothy. 3: 16-17). Therefore for Mark 
16;9-20 to belong in the Bible it must have come from the 
mind of God, If it is. from God it must be the truth (John 
17:17), and cannot ‘contradict the truth of any other passage 
of Scripture. 
Does Mark 16:9-20 teach error? No! Everything stated in 
this text is either recorded in the other 3 gospel accounts 
and/or supported by other passages of Scripture. Did Jesus 
after His resurrection appear unto Mary Magdalene, and did 
she tell the disciples about His appearing to her? Yes (Mark 
16:9-11, Like 24:10-11), Did Jesus appear to two-of His 
disciples in another form? Yes (Mark 16:12-13; Luke 
24:13-15), Did Jesus appear to the rest of the disciples? Yes 
(Mark 16;14, 1 Corinthians 15:5). Did Jesus tell His-disci- 
ples to preach the gospel to every creature? Yes (Mark 
16:15, Matthew 28:19). Did Jesus tell His disciples: He that 
believeth and is’ baptized shall be saved; but he. that 
believeth not shall be damned”? Yes (Mark 16:16; Matthew 
28:19). Did Jesus say that the word would be confirmed by 
miracles? Yes (Mark 16:17-20; ‘Hebrews 2:1-4). So why 
would there by any question about Mark 16:9-20 belonging 
in the Bible? Because there is no way to get-around Mark 
16:16! So in an attempt to cast suspicion upon the Lord’s 
Statement, which makes clear that baptism is essential for 
salvation, it is often raised to view that it is not found in 
“the two most reliable early manuscripts and other ancient 
witnesess do not have Mark 16:9-20 (NIV 1978).” But the 
NKJV states correctly”...nearly all other ‘manuscripts of 
Mark contain them.” The two so-called most reliable man- 
} uscripts are the Codex Sinaiticus and Codex Vaticanus. But 
itis merely human judgement to say these are the most reli- 
able, In fact, many disagree with that assessment. For there 
are Other certain fragments older than these two manu- 
scripts that have passage, and early writers Justin Martyr 
and Iraneaus, who lived inthe 2nd century, quote from it. 
To say that Mark 16:9-20 does'not belong in the Bible, is to 
try to get around the truth of God’s word.

There is an epidemic of 
childhood obesity in America 
and while many factors have 
contributed to this trend, the 
craze for high-calorie ~ soft 
drinks and fruit-flavored drinks 
is partly to blame. 

Roughly 15 or 20 years ago, 
we had an explosion in the 
availability of these beverages. 
Sure; they» were around two 
decades ago, but certainly not 
to the, degree they. are today. 

They're everywhere, and 
they come in these attractive 
packages that are highly mar- 
ketable. And because you don’t 
have. to refrigerate them, they 
can be stuck in a backpack and: 
consumed anytime during the 
day. 

Few would deny the conve- 
nience associated with these 
products. But with this conve- 
nience. comes a highly “con 
centrated source of calories.” 
And’ when consumed in large 
amounts day in and day out, 
the end result is often obesity. 


Children up to age 1! need * 


between |,200 and 1,500 calo- 
ries a day, Only four of these 
beverages typically add up to 
between 400 and 600 calories, 
so many children aré deriving 
up to a third or evén half of 
their daily caloric intake from 
these products, 

Studies have confirmed & 
high correlation between heavy 
consumption of these drinks 
.and obesity. Indeed; children

Hot weather bass 
fishing 


At the local coffee shop yesterday | heard one of our more color- 
ful characters complaining about it being so hot and dry, that the 
hass he was catching had to be “dusted off” before he put them in 
the live well. A little exaggeration for sure, but he did. make a point 
about the heat wave that has a grip on the South 

Hot weather affects people and bass in the same way. We both liké 
to rest in the coolest place we can find and expend as little energy 
as possible. Big bass have to at in the summer just as any other 
time. But rather than chasing a baitfish uAtil they catch it, they had 
rather hide and make short strikes from ambush 

Anglers have to select baits that can compete with natural forage 
in order to-entice summer bass to hit, Baits that may be hot in the 
spring and fall when fish are feeling frisky may be non-productive 
during the summer. For example, top water baits may provoke 
explosive strikes during spring. fall and even early morning, late 
evening and at night during the summer. But, with a féw exceptions, 
you will get little results casting a Jitterbug in deep water during the 
middle of the day*in July. What are the exceptions? Maybe when 
you are fishing in cover-laden water on cloudy overcast days or fish- 
ing the edge of aquatic yegetation where the bass’are seeking shade 
from the scorching rays of the sun 

Crank baits account for tons of bass across the country each year, 
but they. may come up short during“hot weather, We tend to fish 
crank baits too fast for lethargic summer lunkers. Ole Mossy Back 
prefers to lay in wait for a slow swimming, possibly injured baitfish. 
He is not going to chase down a speeding crank bait when-he-can 
wait for something 'to swim slowly into his mouth. If you use erank 
baits during the heat of the summer, try slowing them down to a 
crawl and using a stop and go, jerky retrieve that mimics wounded 
prey. 

Most bass anglers agree that’ the plastic worm and its many. off- 
shoots of lizards, slugs, etc. is one of the most productive baits for 
hot weather fishing. A Texas or Carolina rigged worm just can ‘tbe 
beat. when it comes to a slow, bass enticing retrieve. Curley tail 
grubs on a jig can be fished fairly slowly too, especially if the water 
is deep enough for vertical jigging. 

Summertime is the time of water-skiers, jet boats and other plea- 
sure craft that have a:tendency to interfere with-open water fishing. 
Look for secluded coves with lots of cover and-approach much ‘like 
you would if you were stalking.a buck ona green field-slow and 
quite. 

Mid summer may not-be the most pleasant time to fish, but 
anglers who learn to master summer fishing techniques will catch 
big bass.

With’ temperatures. soaring 
into the high 90s and heat index- 
es aboye 105 degrees.in- the 
state, Alabamians should heed 
the signs of heat illness. Take 
precautions during periods: of 
extreme temperature and 
humidity because the human 
cardiovascular system is espe- 
cially vulnerable to these 
extreme conditions. 

One early sign of heat illness 
is cramping of the flexor mus- 
cles in the arms and legs or 
cramping abdominal muscles. 

Heat. cramps. are actually 
helpful because they force a per- 
son to stop and rest. 

Here are some tips for beating 
the heat, 

Respect the heat: Plan a'work 
schedule for yourself and other 
that Starts early in the day when . 


Stomach linings and can cause 
cramps. A -handful of raisins 
provides more energy and min- 
erals than a salt tablet or a quart 
of thirst quencher 

Wear protective clothing. ‘A 
loose, long-sleeved: shirt. and 
trousers reduce solar burn. A 
widebrim hat also will/help keep 
the entire head cool 

Look -for early signs and 
symptoms of heat 
Headache, dizziness. confusion. 
slowed» speech or 
unusual irritability, lack ‘of con- 
centration, hot dry skin or lips 
and dark concentrated ‘urine. are 
all warning signs of heat illness 
Stop, rest and cool off if-any of 
the early signs develop. 

Don’t take any chances. No 
one iS immune from heat illness, 
even those in top physical con:
